President  Brown  first  prac- 
ticed law  in  Canada  and  later 
in  the  United  States.  During 
World  War  I,  he  served  over- 
seas as  a major  in  the  Canadian 
Army.  He  was  professor  of  re- 
ligion and  coordinator  of  veter- 
ans affairs  at  BYU  from  1946 
to  1950.

In  my  initial  article  I possibly 
left  myself  open  to  criticism  by 
saying  that  individuals  .such  as 
Read  should  not  be  invited  to 
speak  here.  The.  basic  reason  I 
said  this  was  that  in  my  opin- 
ion he  made  so  many  fallacious 
statements  and  overgeneraliza- 
tions any  value  his  speech  may 
have  had  was  lost. 

I WILL  AGREE  that  to  hear 
all  sides  we  must  hear  this  side 
also,  but  why  it  is  that  there 
is  such  a high  proportion  of  this 
type  of  thought  expounded  oil 
this  campus  relative  to  the  num- 
bers of  individuals  who  take  the 
opposing  view? 

Last  Wednesday,  Vern  Curtis, 
an  executive  of  the  Aline,  Mill, 
and  Smelter  Worker’s  Union 
spoke  on  campus.  Having  been 
labeled  a Communist  by  some 
and  admittedly  favoring  certain 
Socialist  policies,  his  speech  was 
certaiiily  a refreshin.g  change  of 
pace.  After  listening  to  this  man 
logically  and  consistently  (and 
this  is  not  to  say  I agree  with 
him)  discuss  his  views  on  cer- 
tain issues,  my  only  regret  was 
that  there  were  so  few  in  at- 
tendance. 

CONCERNING  -MY  back- 
ground in  economics : At  no  time 
in  my  letter  did  I claim  to  be  an 
expert  on  the  subject  of  econ- 
omics. I do  know,  howevef,  that 
such  terms  as  Socialism,  Com- 
munism, F^ism,  and  -Nazism 
cannot  be  used  interchangeably 
nor  can  any  one  program  or  sys- 
tem (be  it  the  Nev/  Deal  or 
Khrushchev’s  Five  Year  Plan) 
be  defined  as  all  four  of  these 
system,  and  anyone  who  at- 
tempts to  do  so  is,  in  my  opin- 
ion making  a serious  mistake. 

In  conclusion  your  criticism 
of  my  proposal  not  to  invite 
men  like  Read  is  well  taken — 
your  other  criticisms,  I do  not 
feel,  are  valid.

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Planetarium  wonders 
reveal  constellations

The  day  is  beginning  to  fade. 
A glowing  red  sunset  shows 
just  above  the  western  horizon. 
As  the  sky  grows  darker,  the 
stars  come  out  one  by  one,  then 
all  together. 

In  a few  places  on  earth,  the 
night  is  just  one  hour  long.  One 
of  these  is  the  Sarah  Befrett 
Summerhays  Planetarium  on 
the  fourth  floor  of  the  Eyring 
Science  Center. 

PRESIDING  OVER  the  one 
hour  night  is  Shirley  Ann  Folk- 
ersen,  sophomore  physics  major 
from  La  Puente,  Calif.,  the  girl 
who  makes,  the-,  stars  go,  round 
for  the  students  taking  solar 
and  stellar  astronomy  classes. 

Shirley’s'  flashlight  pointer 
may  indicate  the  circumpolar 
constellations:  The  Little  Dip- 
per, The  Big  Dipper,  Cassiopeo, 
the  Ethiopian  queen,  her  hus- 
band Cepheus,  and  Draco  the 
dragon,  all  of  which  rotate 
around  the  North  Star  and 
never  completely  set. 

Another  day,  she  may  point 
out  the  Celestial  Hexagon,  made 
up  of  bright  stars  in  six  con- 
stellations,; Rigel  in  Orion,  Sir- 
ius in  Canis  Major,  Procyon  in 
Canis  Minor,  Pollux  in  Gemini, 
Capella  in  Auriga,  and  Alde- 
barah  in  Taurus. 

BESIDES  POINTING  out  con- 
stellations and  their  brighter 
stars,  Shirley  gives  hints  on 
how  to  locate  them  and  tells  the 
legend  or  myth  that  caused  the 
ancient  astronomers  to  decide 
a certain  star  group  resembled 
a bear,  a hunter,  or  a dog.  For- 
ty-eight such  groups  were  des- 
cribed by  the  Greek  astronomer 
Ptolemy  in  150  A.D.  At  present 
88  constellations  are  recognized. 

Shirley  can  change  the  pro- 
jector, through  which  the  sky 
is  flashed  onto  -the  dome  of  the- 
planetarium,  showing  stars  as, 
they  would  appear  over  the 
North  Pole,  over  the  equator,  or 


any  other  place  on  earth.  She 
can  also  project  them  as  they 
appear  during  the  different  sea- 
sons. Most  of  the  time,  however, 
the  observer  sees  the  stars  as 
they  appear  over  Provo. 

The  planetarium  was  donated 
to  Brigham  Young  University 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hyrum  B.  Sum- 
merhays, and  is  named  fn  honor 
of  Mr.  Summrehays’  mother.  It 
is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  with- 
in a 500  mile  radius  of  Provo. 

THE  PLANETARIUM  is  open 
to  the  public  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day of  each  month.  Special 
showings  are  given  by  appoint- 
ment. 

Now  the  blackness  begins  to 
fade.  With  the  sunrise  over  “Y” 
Mountain,  the  block  Y begins  to 
glow.  The  one  hour  night  is 
over.
